Keeping the soil fertile through use of manure 
from livestock is only one factor in judging 
whether "feeding” is likely to be a profitable 
venture. There are many others which are being 
constantly studied by individuals, colleges, and 
experiment stations.

Farrowing pens with sloping 
floors arc the answer to clumsy 
sows that step or lie on baby 
pigs. The slant of the flwr takes 
advantage of the natural tend­ 
ency of sows to lie with their 
backs uphill, while the tiny baby pigs tumble 
hill safely out o f her way. Used extensively in Ken­ 
tucky. sloping floors have cut baby pig losses to only

University of Kentucky. He writes; 
“Crushing or crippling by hrrxxl sows is the chief 
cause rif pig losses. Normally, one out of every five 
new-born pigs is doomed to' Im- mashed or severely 
crippled b v clumsy, a w k w a r d brood s o w s the first 
day or so after farrowing. This loss to the swine 
industry adds up to a staggering total. According to 
the United States Department of A g r i c u l t u r e , each 
pig killed at farrowing represents a loss of 140 pounds 
of the feed consumed by the sow during the gestation 
and suckling periods. Figuring two pigs killed to the 
litter this loss in one year alone. 1044, cost hog men 
75 million dollars. 
Very little of this tremendous loss needs to lie 
tolerated. Three years of experimentation and obser 
va Hon of herd tests in Kentucky show that sows far­ 
rowing on sloping flexes raised from one to four pigs 
mort- than when they farrowed on level floors. On 49 
Kentucky farms where records have been kept, with 
385 litters, an average of only one pig out of 30 far­ 
rowed has been crushed on sloping floors.” 
The College of Agriculture. University of 
Kentucky, Lexington, Ky., has detailed infor­ 
mation on sloping floors for farrowing pens, 
instructions for building, etc.
